Washington, Tan, 31,^When the 


(house m«t today Mr. Dalzell (Pa.)> 
fro-m l&e committee on rules, report- 
ed favorably the Tawney resolution 
introduced yjefcfeday to direct the 
Trays and means committee is inves- 
tigate ftlhe question of -whether the 
treaity-nraMng1 powetr could negoti- 
ate reciprocity itrc&ties -affecting the 
customs revenues withotu. action by 
congress <aai$ asked for action upon 
it, 


Mr. Dalzell said the question in- 


volved one of the highest and most 
sacred privileges of the house. As 
it concerned the relations between 
the two houses he thought action 
should be taken immediately After 
the subject had been *uiy considered 
'by a committee. 


Mr. Underwood (democrat, of, Ala-

LEASES IN THE NIOHT AND 


CANNOT BE FOUND. 


Came Prom Chicago to Fort Wayne 


and Stayed With Midwife-Babe 


Taken to Infirmary. t 


About ten 
weeks ago a young 


woman presented herseli at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Wessel, a midwife, re* 
siding at No. 60 Wells street, and 
said that she was in dire distress, 
asked for shelter and attention ant 
was admitted to the house. She wab 
in great pain and within twenty-foui 
hours gave birth to a baby girl, 
During her convalescence she told 
her story, or at least partly told it. 
She refused to give her name, but 
admitted that she was unmarried 
and that her seducer's name is 
Young, also refusing to give his first 
name. She stated further that hei 
home was within ten miles of Chi- 
cago, where her betrayer, a married 
man, also mided. She had only a 
very little money, but assured Mrs. 
Wessel that Young wasi a man of 
means and that as soon as she was 
thoroughly able to travel with hei 
child he would come for her and pay 
all indebtedness. Further than thU 
she absolutely refused to s*y any- 
thing. 
A week 
or two ago Mrs, 


Wessel told the gir* that she had 
better arrange to have Young come 
here and suggested that if he could 
not come at once perhaps he could 
find his checkbook. 
The girl then 


became despondent and made appli- 
cation to the management 
of St. 


Vincent's orphans' asylum to have 
the child admitted there. Tinder the 
circumstances the child was not ac- 
cepted. 
The mother 
became more 


despondent as days passed and a 
week ago made a Teal or feigned at 
tempt to leave the house with her 
baby with the alleged intention of 
jumping into the river, Last night 
the young woma~ packed her few 
•belongings, skipped out and has not 
since been found. The matter was 
referred to H. I. Smith, attorney for 
the board of children's guardians 
this morning, with a request that 
the board take care of the youngster 
left on Mrs. WessePs -hands. The 
matter was considered and it was 
concluded that the infant was too 
young to be properly cared for at the 
institution, and so after

He shortly issued an or- 
der admitting the baby to the county 
poor house, where it will be cared 
for by Mrs. Turfiinger, the matron 
The baby was conveyed to the county 
house this afternoon.

was the first witness called* There

ilained that the committee desired 
.ot only the fullest information con- 
cerning, the islands, but any advice 
;hat Governor Taft might offer con- 
cerning the questions at issue. Gov- 
ernor Taft began by saying that he 
,ad gone to the Philippines in the 
spring of 1900 and had visited al- 
most all the provinces during the 
jast year. He said that in all the 
Filipino or Christian provinces there 
,s a f own of civil government* There 
ire thirty-four of these provinces. 
The Moros are all friendly, except a 


who had never been otherwise 


than hostile to the Spaniards. Even 
;hes9 were now being brought over 


the prospect of trade of which 


are very fond. 
TOTTB OF THE ISLANDS. 


Going back to the beginning of the 


commission's tour 
of the 
island. 


Governor Taft said tnat it had only 
ieen undertaken after the re-election 
if President Mc^inley, when the 
ime seemed ripe for the establish- 
ment of local government 
in the 


islands* 
Describing this tottr, he 


said the course was to present to the 
dignitaries of the various places via- 
.ted an explanation of the provincial 
and municipal acts. "We had some 
iratory," he said, "and from the rear 
ilatform ot the train, but generally 
:rom the windows of the car*" He 
:hen gave in detail the proceedings 


the meetings at the various places 


visited, saying that seventeen capi- 
tals of the provinces were visited 
na the first tour. At each place the 
delegates of the people were met, the 
prescribed, special act was passed, 
and a governor appointed, who was 
authorized to organise municipali- 
ties. These provincial governments 
consist, he explained, of a governor, 
secretary, superintendent, treasurer 
and a fiscal or prosecuting attorney 


In all cases where the selection 


could be made without 
arousing 


jealousies natives had been chosen. 
All these appointments are tempor- 
ary and neoct month their successors 
will be elected. When the factions 
wer too strong 
Americans were 


placed at the bead of each provincial 
government. In all cases the treas- 
urer and superintendent were Ainer- 
cans. 


CORDIALLY RECEIVED. 


The commission had first given its 


attention to the northern provinces 
and in April started south on a trip 
of fifty-four days. They had been 
received most cordially everywhere. 
This latter remark led the witness 
into a few discursive remarks upon 
the subject 
of Pilipino 
hostility, 


'The Spaniard," -he said, "will al- 
ways tell you that his house is yours, 
bnt he does not always mean that 
you should take him at his word 
but the Filipino will tell you the 
same thing and he always means 
wliat he says.
